PARIS. Oct. IS (INS) — Britain 
accused Russia today of hiding a 
seven-and-a-half billion dollar arm­ 
ament and atomic research project 
from the rest of the world — while 
preaching peace in the United Na­ 
tions. 
Sir Hartley Shawcross, British 
Delegate to the U.N. Political Com­ 
mittee, warned that peace is solely 
up to Russia. 
He challenged the “despotic rul­ 
ers” in the Kremlin to lift the Iron 
curtain 
and 
silence 
Communist 
Fifth Columns which he said are 
spreading chaos and trying to wreck 
European recovery. 
Russia meanwhile suffered anoth­ 
er defeat in the battle over dis­ 
armament. 
Ignore Soviet Proposal 
The Political Committee instruct­ 
ed a newly-formed 11-nation sub­ 
committee to ignore the Soviet pro­ 
posal for one-third disarmament by 
the Big Five in its study of resolu­ 
tions before it. 
Reason for this 
action was that the Soviet proposal 
already had been dealt with by 
another committee. 
Sir Hartley accused the Russians 
of juggling their budgetary figures 
to hide the huge sums spent on 
armaments and atomic research. 
He turned to Jacob Malik, Soviet 
delegate on the Political Committee, 
and asked: 
“What about the 41 billion rou­ 
bles (roughly just over seven-and-a- 
half billion dollars) which was 
marked *unaUocated* in the Soviet 
budget?" 
He assailed Soviet terror tactics 
aw) said: 
“One little word from Russia 
would silence the Communist Fifth 
Columns everywhere and let the 
nations put their houses in order." 
Sir Hartley warned that lf the 
big powers fail to agree on peace 
“the world will not forgive the 
handful of men and despotic rulers 
of one aute at whose door the re­ 
sponsibility wUl lie ” 
Malik reaffirmed Deputy Foreign 
Minister Andrei Vlshinaky’s state­ 
ment that Russia wants lo co­ 
operate for peace. He said: 
"We reached a compromise with 
President Roosevelt but we can not 
compromise with Shawcross and his 
ilk who do not want to disarm and 
ban the atom bomb." 
Sir Hartley took up the Soviet 
claim of a desire for peace and yes­ 
terday's statement by Vishlnsky that 
there would be no Soviet evasion 
of disarmament control and said:

"That's important. We welcome 
it. Let me suggest some Immediate 
measures.

When Nancy 
entered the hospital she weighed 
ouly 18 pounds. Two weeks after 
the drug was administered, she 
gained 13 pounds.

WASHINGTON, Oct. IS (INS)— 
The U. 6. Government today to 
awaiting precise estimates from 
abroad before giving final considera­ 
tion to American association with 
Western Europe’s military alliance. 
Acting Secretary of 8tate Robert 
A. Lovett told a news conference 
that even after a definite calcula­ 
tion of needed U. S. aid is received, 
the venture will require a good bit 
of study. 
This information coincided with 
the position being taken by West 
European diplomats here. 
They recognize that K Is prefer­ 
able to awalt the outcome of next 
month's Presidential elections be­ 
fore 
attempting

agreement. 
Further, they know that the Con­ 
gress about to be elected-must pass 
finally on any alliance. 
Meanwhile, military experts of 
Great Britain, France and the Low 
Countries are in continuous confer­ 
ence with U. 8. and Canadian 
observers. This group, meeting vari­ 
ously in Paris and London, are 
working out what one diplomat des­ 
cribed as a ''shopping list.”

The 15.000 Teamsters Union mem­ 
bers involved handle all deliveries 
to homes and stores In the metro­ 
politan area. Hteir strike would 
deny milk to 11,000,000 consumer?. 
Howard E Durham, regional di­ 
rector of the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service, said he 
summoned representatives of the 
greater New York and Northern 
New Jersey Milk Dealers Associa­ 
tion to confer with union officials 
and government experts in his office 
at 3 p. rn- tomorrow.

Russia Proposes 
End Of Military 
Envoys In Berlin 


BERLIN. Oct. 13 (A*) — The Rus­ 
sians have proposed that 15 nations 
having military missions in Berlin 
close them and withdraw from the 
city, the official Soviet Presa dis­ 
closed today. 
The missions — little embassies— 
are accredited to the four-power 
Allied Controll Council. They look 
after the interests of their countries 
in Berlin. 
Marshal Vassily D. Sokolovsky, 
the Soviet Commander, broached 
the subject to the western military 
governors, the Soviet Press said. 
He contended that because the 
Allied Control Council “no longer 
exists" the missions should be aban­ 
doned. 
The Russian report said the wes­ 
tern governors had not disclosed 
their attitude toward the proposal. 
Hie Control Council has not met 
since March 20 when the Russians 
took a walk. The Western Powers 
have not recognized their act aa 
dissolving the council. Last month 
the four military governors met in 
the control council authority build­ 
ing for technical negotiations on 
the Berlin crisis. 
Nations with missions here include 
Australia. Belgium, Brazil, Canada, 
China, 
Czechoslovakia. 
Denmark, 
Greece. India. Luxembourg, and The 
Netherlands, Norway, Poland, South 
Africa and Yugoslavia. 
The city magistral (executive) waa 
the scene today of a sit-down strike 
by a communist official who refused 
to accept dismissal from his post.

Dewey Promises 
To Uphold Hands 
Of UN Delegates 


Truman Campaigns 
h Wis. And Minn.

promised Wednesday to "uphold the j 
hands” of U. S. Representatives at 
the United Nations in their efforts 
to settle the international crisis. 
While the Republican Presidential 
nominee ranged through Oklahoma 
on a grinding 13 speech schedule, 
his 
Democratic 
rival, 
President 
Truman, campaigned across Wis­ 
consin and Minnesota. 
With the 
election less than three weeks away, 
both were driving hard for votes. 
Making an unscheduled 
back 
platform talk at Adam, Wls., Mr. 
Truman declared there is “just one 
issue in this campaign and that is 
the people against special interests.” 
He added that Wisconsin has “never 
been for special interests.” 
In a speech prepared tor delivery 
at Oklahoma City, Dewey pledged 
that, if elected, his administration 
would back up its diplomatic rep­ 
resentatives fully by letting them 
know “that America is not divided." 
Also, he declared, he Is determined 
to deal "forthrightly and firmly” 
with the problem of Communism. 
America must keep itself strong 
to remain free, he said, and must 
pay careful attention to conserving 
and increasing its natural resources. 
Aiming at oil conscious Okla­ 
homans, Dewey said the United 
States must increase its potential 
oil producing capacity “in the in­ 
terest of our national security.” He 
said that because of present needs 
there is no reserve productive ca­ 
pacity "to help cushion the shock 
of any emergency.” 
At Tulsa, the New York Gov­ 
ernor asserted "we can, we must 
and we will develop in our next 
Republican administration a con­ 
sistent, strong and solid foreign 
policy.” 
Mr. Truman’s appearance in Min­ 
nesota and Governor Dewey’s in 
Oklahoma were watched closely for 
their possible effects on important 
Senatorial contests.

MADISON, Via., Oct. 13 (INS)— 
Capt. Colin Kelly, Jr? America’s 
first World War Two hero whose 
daring helped cheer a dazed nation 
following Pearl Harbor, was buried 
today near his Madison, Fla., home. 
An honor guard of four A-26 
bombers from MacDill Field passed 
overhead in aerial tribute to the 
courageous Air Force pilot as his 
body was laid to rest in a quiet, 
old cemetery dotted with scrub pines 
and spreading oak trees. 
A 25-man color guard from the 
field stood at attention while a bug­ 
ler sounded “taps.” 
Kelly's widow and eight-year-old 
son were present as were many oth­ 
ers, most of them townspeople who 
knew Colin Kelly as a boy and en­ 
couraged him to win his wings with 
Uncle Sam.

One night la it wee!. President Truman told the 
ra tio n that the Republicans were responsible for high 
prices. 
The next night he claimed for the Democratic 
A dm inistration th e credit for the present prosperity. 
Which is it? Inflation or prosperity? It c an t be 
both. 
Consistency, said Shakespeare, is a Jewel. 
In 
Mr. Truman s case it is apparently a Jewel beyond 
reach. 
We can expect to hear more of that kind of talk, 
argum ents and buckpassing as to whom and w hat is 
to blame for high prices of everything from food item s 
to durable consum er goods. 
T he controversy has 
been raging slime Mr. Trum an took his swing across 
the country last Ju n e blackguarding the Eightieth 
Congress because It had refused to bow to his dem and 
foe powers of price control which would have in tro ­ 
duced police state m ethods to this country. 
He has been lam basting the Congress since he 
received his nom ination, reluctantly, a t the hands of 
his P arty, in alm ost every speech he has delivered on 
his barnstorm ing tours. 
Everybody is to blame for 
high prices except him self and his A dm inistration. 
Hi* inconsistency regarding high prices is little 
different from th a t on every issue he discusses. 
He certainly has not forgotten th a t on the eve of 
the 1946 Congressional ejection w hen, as now, he 
re a .-zed his political grasp was slipping, he ordered 
controls off m eats. 
He sought, by th a t action, to 
check the lack-of-confidence tide running against his 
Adm instration and which now has engulfed him. 
T h at 
th e 
move 
was 
other 
th a n 
politically- 
inspired was obvious. 
It had been preceded by his 
idea th a t wages could be increased w ithout the .neces­ 
sity of increasing prices. 
He proceeded to attem p t 
to prove his theory by agreeing th a t steelworkers 
should receive an 18 cents an hour increase in pay. 
Tha ; was the move th a t broke the line to hold wages 
and prices in check but resulted in the first round 
of wage boosts to be followed by a second and a third. 
As was to be expected, the increases were followed by 
increases in the price of everything else and the burst­ 
ing of Mr. Trum an s bubble. 
Those incidents are recalled as a preface to w hat 
has been learned from persons of every vocation in 
A. leg any county as to how they feel about high prices. 
T he concensus of opinion was sum m ed up by a 
■m on m ar. a h o resides in Frostburg but works in 
Cum berland. 
• Why should lh he said. ‘ complain about high 
prices. 
I am. m aking high wages—higher than I have 
ever m ade, and so is everybody else. 
It would be 
ju st dandy, though, if prices were lower and I could 
save the bulk of my wage increases from my Inflated 
pay envelope. 
But I realize, and m ost everybody else 
does, th a t th a t lust can t be. 
W hen my em ployer 
Increased by wages he had to increase th e price of the 
th in g I produce. 
So it is w ith every other type of 
business. 
“So why should I com plain about high prices. We 
sim ply can t have high wages w ithout high prices, 
and anybody a h o thinks differently is Just kiddin’ 
him self. 
As for myself, land it is the substance of 
m ost responses to our polls te n I prefer high wages, 
so as to be able to buy w hat I want when I want it, 
th a n sm aller pay and not be able to get what I need, 
as was the case under OPA. 
“I'm glad, and m ost people I talk to are, that 
Congress did not vote price controls because we feel 
th a t wage controls would have come too. 
“I think it is foolish to blame Republicans (I am 
a Democrat * for inflation. 
Perhaps Mr. Truman 
thought he cotLd get away w ith his idea about high 
wages and low prices but it Just can’t be done.”

Hr. Van Del leu believe that the 
child should be fed in his own room 
or in the kitchen until he is three- 
and-a-half to four years of age. 
They claim that the tot eats better 
and that there is less wear and 
tear on the mother. This pertains 
mainly to dinner which is a com­ 
plex social event and beyond the 
child's ability of adjustment. 


The one-year-old usually follows 
a definite eating pattern which is 
messy at best. Many demand to . 
feed themselves, usually with their 
fingers. They are not adverse to 
pushing their plate off the high 
chair or dumping the contents on 
their head. At 15 months the spoon 
has a special attraction. Part of 
the time it is used to convey food 
into the mouth, but in the interim 
it becomes one of the finest noise­ 
makers ever created. 
As they approach the age of two. 
children become more sensitive to 
stimuli and are so easily distracted 
that feeding becomes a real prob­ 
lem. They will stop eating at the 
sight of dessert, or sn older brother 
or sister coming home. Further­ 
more, they demand everything in 
sight and will grasp any object that 
is within their reach. This may be 
amusing to others but ruins the 
entire meal for mother. Further­ 
more. it is one of the strongest 
arguments for having the child eat 
beforehand in another room. 
• — • — • 
Between the second and the third 
year, they go through the dawdling 
stage, and at many meals must be 
coaxed and begged to finish this 
or that. 
In the meantime, their 
manners and eating habits are im­ 
proving and, after the age of three 
and a half, many are willing and 
often demand 
to eat with the 
family. But they still are in the 
amateur stage and even at four 
have trouble following all the rules. 
They rarely let their talking inter­ 
fere with eating and are likely to 
announce at the most inopportune 
time that they must leave the table 
for you know what. 
The problem still is not solved by 
the age of six. At this time the 
majority are using regular dining 
room chairs and. ainee their feet 
are not supported, they swing their 
legs and twist and turn. They still 
use their fingers, especially to push 
slippery vegetables on the spoons 
and forks and. when mother or dad 
are not looking, they often by-pass 
the silverware entirely. The parents 
are lucky if the meal passes with­ 
out having the milk spilled or 
sending the child away from the 
table because of a misbehavior. If 
other children are present giggling 
becomes a favorite pastime. 


Female Asthmatic

few days before menstruation the 
attacks always are more severe and 
then subside with the onset.

This Is not unusual but the exact 
cause is not understood.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Election Year Brings Grey Hair To Commentators; Newspapers Soften The Spot­ 
light On Dewey; Nothing Can Change G.O.P. Victory, So Lets Discuss Issues 


By DREW PEARSON 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 13—Election 
year always brings grey hairs and 
stomach ulcers to newspaper col­ 
umnists. 
It is a season when, no 
m atter what you say, one side or 
the other jumps on you; when edi­ 
tors get sore, blue-pencil columns 
or throw you out of the paper. 
Most newspapers—and their read­ 
ers—are quite happy to have you 
turn the spotlight on every act 
and habit of the President of the 
United States during every minute 
of his term of office. 


He Is considered fair game, 
with a year-round open season. 
And the result is that the 
American 
public .now 
knows 
what kind of garters Mr. Tru­ 
man wears, how mach money 
he has saved In office, his fa­ 
vorite enmwords, what kind of 
poker he plays, and how many 
snots he fired as aa artillery 
captain la World War L 
In 
fact, there hi almost nothing— 
good or bad—that we 
don’t 
know about him. 


But, as election time rolls round, 
you will note that a kindly gen­ 
erous film diffuses most of the 
newspaper spotlights 
that focus 
upon Truman’s rival. 
Governor 
Dewey. 
The tendency is to give 
him kid-glove consideration. 
Dewey Bare To Win 
There are two reasons for this; 
1. About 75 per cent of the news­ 
papers have announced for Dewey. 
2. Dewey is certain to win. and 
it’s only natural to want to be on 
the side of the winner. 
My own feelings about Dewey 
have been a matter of public record 
for a long time. 
As early as Oc­ 
tober 1946, when most Republicans 
were claiming he could never over­ 
come the GOP Jinx of having been 
defeated once. I categorically pre­ 
dicted that he would be the next 
Republican nominee. 
I also ap­ 
praised him, on the eve of the 
Philadelphia Convention, as the 
ablest of all the Republican candi­ 
dates next to Governor Warren. 


I aleo predicted la May IMS 
Harry Truman would not carry 
enc state north of the Mason- 
Dixon ttnc and would loos two 
states below it. 
(Since then I 
have revised his southern loan 
downward to four.) 


It also happens thai I like Dewey. 
(Most news reporters don’t.* 
My 
wife says its because we have a 
common bond—cows. 
Both of us 
try to run dairy farms, and for two 
years I used to rib Dewey about 
the high bacteria count of his milk. 
Now my cows have bangs disease 
and he can rib me. 
It also happens that Harry Tru­ 
man doesn’t like me. 
This M no 
secret to anyone. 
He has ex­ 
pressed his ill-will both privately, in 
many Cabinet meetings, and pub­ 
licly in press conferences in vigor­ 
ous, vitriolic language. 
Truman’s Uphill Fight 
Nevertheless, I can't help but ad­ 
mire the spunky uphill fight Tru­ 
man is putting up; and I can’t 
help but think also that the Ameri­ 
can public has a right to know the 
issues on the Republican sida much 
more fully than it is getting them 
today. 
Election landslides can be danger­ 
ous. 
I have always thought that 
the country might have been bet­ 
ter off if Franklin Roosevelt had 
not won by such tremendous land­ 
slides in 1936 and 1940. 
It made 
his administration 
too confident, 
too inclined 
to ride rough-shod 
over the opposition. 


Furthermore, the American 
public should be Uke the smart 
lawyer who collects 
his 
fee 
when his client’s tears are hot. 
Before a law-suit—or an eler- 
fltn m client or a candidate is 
much more amenable to paying 
for his vie tory. 
So this is the 
time for voters to collect their 
election 
premises—not 
after 
November I. 
This Is also the 
time for them to find out exact­ 
ly what the issues are and 
what the candidates are like. 


We already know pretty much all 
there is to know about Harry Tru­ 
man. 
We know that he is inept, 
warm-hearted, 
impulsive, hinccre, 
courageous, human, likeable, a poor 
picker of men. Inclined to lase his 
temper, shoots from the hip, has a 
line sci of principles, but is trag­ 


ically inefficient at carrying them 
out. 
Dewey's Unknown Record 
We also know that Dewey is cool, 
calculating, careful, highly efficient, 
has an excellent record in New 
York, 
a 
temper 
like Truman’s, 
though he’s learned to keep it under 
control; is vain, and for that reason 
will take great pride in making a 
good record as President. 
But we do not know a lot of 
other things about Dewey that we 
already know about Truman and 
that we ought to know about the 
next President of the United States. 
Xro r instance, a great many people 
are asking what Dewey’s war rec­ 
ord is. 
Dewey was not Governor 
of New York or even District At­ 
torney when war broke with Japan. 
But for some strange reason you 
will find not one word in the press 
about his record. 


I for one do not consider It 
necessary for a man to havo 
served In the war to become 
President. 
Perhaps we have 
placed tee much emphasis en 
the Idea that a candidate must 
be a veteran befere he can hold 
public office. 
But I do think 
irs Important that the public 


have a right to know what the 
record is, and lf you ash the 
head of Governor Dewey's draft 
beard, he will tell yea that the 
record is confidential. 


Furthermore, it's important that 
the public know who the big con­ 
tributors are on both sides, that 
they understand what big business 
expects to get out of this election, 
and that they force a full discussion 
on the basic Issues. Especially, it’s 
important for the public to scrutin­ 
ize the candidates for Congress ami 
pick a good Congress. 


Dewey is sure to be elected, 
and I predict he will be a first- 
rate President. 
But the Amer­ 
ican people, iqclnding Republi­ 
can 
leaders 
themselves, 
can 
help make him 'a better Presi­ 
dent by forcing all the issues 
Into the open now, by collect­ 
ing their pledges while the can­ 
didates’ team are hot. 


In future columns I shall at­ 
tempt to discuss some of these 
facts and issues. 
And I predict 
that, by the time I’m finished, both 
sides will be sore as Mazes and my 
editors ready to chuck me out of 
the paper. 


Russia Will War On Us Unless 


Cold War Proves Insufficient

About our relations with Russia, 
there is a tenable over-all view, 
comprehending the essential factors. 
The Russian objective is a Com­ 
munist world. For attaining this 
ultimate objective, the immediate 
purpose is to destroy non-Commun­ 
ist government and economic sys­ 
tems everywhere, especially and pri­ 
marily in the United States as the 
spearhead of world resistance to 
Communism. 
For attaining her objective. Russia 
has two broad courses. One is di­ 
rect war. .shooting war. Tile other 
is. everything short of a shooting 
war. Within the short-of-shooting 
Course are many strategies—con­ 
spiracy, infiltration, fifth column in 
individual countries to penetrate 
labor unions and other institutions 
including government itself. Along 
with this strategy practiced in na­ 
tions separately is an international 
strategy. This prevents peace set­ 
tlement, and sabotages international 
agreement or cooperation, to the end 
of keeping up post-war chaos. 
Russia Prefers “Cold War” 
As between the two courses, war 
and everything-short-of-war, Russia 
prefers the latter. This is by no 
means to say that Russia will not 
make war, she may even make war 
soon. She is certain to make war 
at any time when and if she decides 
that the short-of-war course may 
not be enough. 
For making war. right now is 
Russia’s “optimum hour”. With her 
superior military strength in Europe 
she could in a few weeks march to 
the Atlantic and take over Hie con­ 
tinent. And as she weighs whether 
the short-of-war course 
will be 
enough, she is obliged to consider 
a factor of time. As time passes, 
success of the short-of-war course 
is made less likely by the economic 
recovery of Western Europe which 
we are helping to bring about. 
The course of war and the course 
short-of-war are not wholly sep­ 
arable, either for Russia or tor us. 
As Russia balances the two, she 
knows that keeping us in fear of 
war helps her to win by the sliorl- 
of-war course. The expense which 
slie forces us to incur for defense 
against possible war. and also the 
expense for economic recovery of 
Europe as a defense against short- 
of-war the sum of these may be so 
great as to bring inflation upon us. 
And inflation, with ensuing eco­ 
nomic chaos, would make the short- 
of-war course by Russia successful. 
With us also, the two co** 
Russia are not separable. We are 
obliged 
to 
achieve 
pre parodic. * 
against 
both. 
For 
preparedness 
against war we are obliged to ex­ 
pend vast amounts 
for military 
strength both here at home and in 
Western Europe. At the same time, 
for defense against the short-of-war 
course of Russia, we lay out last 


amounts to bring about economic 
recovery in Western Europe. 
Both these expenditures make for 
inflation, because of the amounts 
of money involved. 
In addition, 
military preparedness makes for in­ 
flation in a second way, by seriously 
distorting our economic life and 
causing less production of ordinary 
civilian goods. In short, all the de­ 
fenses we set up either against war 
or short-of-war make for inflation, 
which, if it should come, and if eco­ 
nomic chaos should ensue, would 
serve the Russian objective as well 
as war. 
To Keep Us Defending Ourselves 
Russia is certain to keep us de­ 
fending 
ourselves 
against 
both 
courses. 
By g e s tu r e s , implicit 
threats, and creation of tensions 
such as the one in Berlin, she will 
keep us in fear of war and under 
the necessity of preparation against 
it At the same time she will keep 
up the short-of-war course which 
prevents peace settlements and con­ 
tinues po6t-war chaos, putting us 
under great expense for economic 
recovery in Western Europe. 
The expenditures ahead of us are 
prodigious. 
They include: outlay 
for our own military preparedness, 
outlay likely soon to begin through 
some form of lend-lease for mili­ 
tary preparedness in the countries 
of Western Europe, the outlay al­ 
ready under way under the Marshall 
plan for economic recovery of West­ 
ern Europe: a probable future large 
outlay in China and other countries 
of Eastern Asia, in the case of 
China the aid is likely to be not 
only for economic recovery' but for 
military purposes as in the case of 
Greece. 
To manage these large outlays 
and other ones for various purposes 
without inflation, will be one of the 
heaviest tasks of the next President, 
presumably Governor Dewey.

They also request the significance 
of contacting Dewey who will be 
between the sky and high water for 
the same eighteen days. 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 13—Official 
Washington has been trying to for­ 
get the Truman-Vinson fiasco, but 
it can’t be done. In the Depart­ 
ment of State and elsewhere the 
nervousness over what may happen 
in the next three weeks before 
election grows as the international 
situation becomes more complicated 
What has developed a* a source 
of worry is not that President Tru­ 
man may step off the deep end 
again arith a fantastic plan to get 
attention in his political campaign 
but that Soviet Russia may take 
the recent episode at encourage­ 
ment 
to adopt an even more ex­ 
treme 
attitude in Berlin. 
The 
tragedy of the Vinson af­ 
fair is that the Chief Jusrice of the 
United States was an innocent party 
to a political stunt. The idea OI 
sending the Chief Justice and tak­ 
ing it up with him and the radio 
networks before the matter had 
been fully thrashed OU* with the 
Secretary of States indicates 
a 
looseness in Administration which 
the public will charge merely to 
Mr. Truman's ineptitude. But- So­ 
viets will not be so charitable. 
Truman’s Art Viewed As Weakness 
The Russians now are looking at 
the American position to determine 
how far it can be strained without 
going to war. H ie United Nations 
has before it the Berlin blockade. 
At the moment when Mr. Vishinsky 
was being told that the situation 
had reached a grave point ana that 
Russia must lift the blockade if 
there were to be four-power nego­ 
tiations. a rift occurs behind *1 e 
American front, lf it was not a rift, 
it was surely a sign of weakness— 
of readiness to cut behind the stern 
attitude being taken byline major 
powers of the western group at 
Paris. 
The Russians are well aware that 
the United States is in a state of 
governmental disunity no matter 
how much each candidate may pro­ 
fess his belief in the bi-partisan 
foreign policy. The disunite comes 
about from the virtual certainty 
that Mr. Truman will be replaced 
with another President in January 
and because, under the American 
system .there is no way to bring 
immediately into power the new ad­ 
ministration. 
The 
“interregnum”—the 
period 


between Election Day, November 
2nd. and January 20th next, when 
a new President is inaugura’ed - is 
a difficult one, but the Coi^titu- 
tion provides for it in order to give 
the incoming President time to se­ 
lect his cabinet and adjust lu r '-elf 
to 
the requirements of his new 
post. In parliamentary system the 
new administration can take office 
overnight, and it does so in both the 
executive and legislative branches 
of government. 
The 
last 
“interregnum'’ 
that 
caused severe damage was that be­ 
tween election day in November 
1932 and the inauguration of Roose­ 
velt on March 4, 1933. Rumors of 
what Mr. Roosevelt planned to do 
about devaluation of gold and other 
economic measures helped 
bring 
on the crisis that closed all the 
bank on the day before the inaug­ 
uration. 
Ne Effective System Of Transit*— 
Certainly there is at present no ef­ 
fective system of transition under 
the American constitution especial­ 
ly in time of international crisis. 
Some day, when streamlining of 
government is undertaken on a 
comprehensive 
basis, 
provision 
might be made for the appointment 
of new cabinet officers to take of­ 
fice immediately after the election. 
If. for 
instance, 
Mr. Truman, 
after Election Day, would appoint 
as secretary of state the man Gov­ 
ernor Dewey may have in mind for 
that office, the country would bt 
assured of continuity. It would be a 
formalizing of the present informal 
arrangement where Secretary Mar­ 
shall keeps in touch with Gover­ 
nor Dewey through John Poster 
Dulles. 
It will be recalled that Mr. Hoover 
tried to get Mr. Roosevelt to cooper­ 
ate in the “interregnum” after Nov­ 
ember 1932, but Mr. Roosevelt shied 
away and scorned Mr. Hoover s of­ 
fer of cooperation. It was only the 
patriotic work of the men in of­ 
fice who stayed on for a few weeks 
during the Roosevelt Administration 
which prevented a worse debacle 
than that which occured. 
As the time for election and in­ 
auguration approaches, the matter 
of a working arrangement between 
the outgoing and incoming admin- 
stations will become of increasing 
importance. 


O 


UR major problem now and 
until we are certain that war 
is not immediately possible 
Is preparation for war. This 
is a tragic fact of our national 
existence which only the myopic can 
ignore. They wishfully project ideas 
and schemes which are the luxu-ies 
of peace; we are faced by the 
frigid facts of imminent war. For 
our people, it means delay in pro­ 
gressive reforms; it means that we 
shall be forced to continue to bear 
the burden of high taxes, shortages 
of goods, the maintenance of an 
excessive military establishment and 
the climate of crisis. For our yourn. 
it means interrupted education, the 
rechanneling of careers, of delayed 
or inappropriate marriages. It is not 
a pleasant thought, but it is a fact. 
Preparation for war involves a 
search for bases and for alli**s- 
Geography 
forces upon us un­ 
changeable facts, namely the log­ 
istics of a war which must be fought 
in Europe and Asia; on land, in the 
air. and under the sea. New areas 
enter into such a war with start­ 
ling vehemence. 


For instance, the shortest dis­ 
tance between the United States 
and Soviet Russia is across the 
North Pole; the entire Artic 
regi—, which has never been 
involved in the wars of man­ 
kind, may become even more 
important than the Mediter­ 
ranean. Alaska is now 
a key 
point. 


Our bases in Europe must be in 
Great Britain. France and Spain. 
Ultimately, we shall be forced to 
use Spain as much as the Spanish 
government will permit us because 
the Iberian Peninsula remains for 
us, as it was for Wellington, the 
best entrance into Europe. The 
British Isles do not provide ample 
leverage; Prance may itself be an 
invaded country. In Asia. Japan 
will be our principal base, although 
North China and Manchuria would 
have been much better. But Man­ 
churia and areas of North China 
are and will be even more aggres­ 
sively invaded and held by Soviet 
Russian and we shall undoubtedly 
find ourselves fighting on Chinese 
soil as we shall again be fighting 
in Prance. 


God grant that none of this 
happen, bot a wise nation is 
never caught with a Pearl Har­ 
bor twice In her history. Usually, 
thoro lo no second chance. Our 
necessity then Is to face the 
horrifying facts now and to 
hope 
that 
the 
preparations 
prove futile- It Is ss— der to 
waste 
preparedness 
than 
to 
bury ow sons. It Is e r a cheap­ 
er. 


Prom this standpoint, it Is now 
essential that the American people 
recognize the fact that we have 
to do business with Franco in 
Spain. We need Spain. Franco con­ 
trols Spain. That is all we need to 
know about it. 
For years, Franco has been de­ 
nounced as a Fascist and I asume 
that he is one. Certainly he does 
not operate what we have learned 
to call a Democratic government. 
Neither did Stalin in 1933 when 
Roosevelt recognized Soviet Rus­ 
sia; nor in 1941 when we joined 
Russia as an ally; nor in the sub­ 
sequent years when we gave Rus­ 
sia $11,000,000,000. Too la^e, the 
American people recognized that 
there is no essential difference be­ 
tween the totalitarianism of Stalin, 
Hitler, Mussolini or. for that matter. 
Franco. When we were fighting 
Germany and Japan, we were will­ 
ing to do business with Stalin. That 
we were double-crossed by Stalin 
and abused by Russia should have 
been anticipated; but the argument 
of those who insisted upon our al­ 
liance with the Godless. 
Asiatic, 
materialistic Russians was that we 
needed them to kill Germans 


Today we need Spain in our 
preparedness for war against 
Russia. The deeper irs plow 


Ihf—gh the mire of European 
politics. Urn more “allies'’ mo 
have lo lake on. ll some prove 
lo be bramble*, ll is part of that 
situation. 


There does not teem to be any 
alternative to this proposition, and 
the United States had bettor not 
waste time concerning it. The time 
between war and peace may bt 
short or long. but the time for 
preparation is immediate. Even ef­ 
fective preparedness is no longer a 
guaranteee against war; but It is 
a better guarantee than diplomtic 
negotiation or sending the Chief 
Justice of the United States to 
placate Stalin. Spain is an item in 
preparedness.

What that message was is not re­ 
corded. 
The office boy is pleased when 
asked by his employer to run an 
errand, for there is a compliment 
exchanged both ways.

Many of the pa^es in 
the United States Congress, who 
nm here and there, serving the 
lawmakers, with their errands have 
later taken their place as lawmak­ 
ers! All runners of errands are im­ 
portant. 
That letter that you send, with :tp 
message of cheer and encourage­ 
ment—what an errand runner that 
is! It can go to any part of tho 
world, and so quitklv these days. 
And how every book runs errands, 
bringing Joy, hope, and eirertain- 
ment to vast multitudes.
